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RELIEF FOR THE UNEMPLOYED. 


Colonel Arthur Woods of New.York 
is a very good man to take charge of 
the country-wide effort which 
has 


b e e n launched by the Unemployment 
Conference to relieve the existing un­ 
employment. He will head a commit­ 
tee which is expected to direct and co­ 
ordinate the work of local organiza­ 
tions in the different 
cities; 
and it 


s e e m s likely that something, perhaps 
a good deal, can be accomplished in 
this way. 
it is evident, however, that 
this effort, and all other efforts of the 


s a m e general sort, can only mitigate 
somewhat the unemployment evil and 
cannot cure it or come any where near 
curing it; for these efforts ignore the 
real causes 
of 
unemployment 
and 
louise causes will continue operative 
for some time longer. 
It is extraordinary 
almost 
to the 
point of uncanniness how many of our 
major 
troubles 
today 
are 
traced 
straight back to the 
same 
original 
cause. 
There are millions of unem­ 
ployed people 
in this 
country today 
mainly because the world is no longer 
buying our products. 
To go on pro­ 
ducing at top speed would simply be 
to pile up a surplus which would make 
conditions worse than they are. 
Our 
foreign trade is at a desperately low 
ebb and that is the principal reason 
why so many men are out of work iii 
this country now. Hence the real cure 
for unemployment is the rebuilding of 
our foreign trade; and, as the Brook­ 
lyn Eagle expresses it, most of the ob­ 
stacles to the 
rebuilding 
of our for­ 
eign trade “are att ri bu ab Ie to the for- 
♦ 
eign policy of Hie Harding administra­ 
tion and the 
failure 
of congress to 
straighten out our relations with the 
rest of the world.” 
Of course, the Unemployment Con­ 
gress could not be expected to point an 
accusing finger at the administration's 
foreign policy and charge it with chief 
responsibility for the unemployment 
existing in this country today. 
That 
was out of the question. 
In the na­ 
ture of the case the conference was 
forbidden to touch on real essentials. 
It tried also to avoid if possible other 
dangerous questions which lie close to 
the heart of the problem, such as the 
question of wages, etc. 
The contro­ 
versies dividing capital and labor have 
an obvious and highly important bear­ 
ing upon 
the 
prevailing 
unemploy­ 
ment, and these matters found their 
way into the conference 
discussions, 
though it is plain that their intrusion 
was unwelcome 
in 
official 
circles. 
\\ itll foreign policy 
taboo 
and the 
question of wages barred, the confer­ 


e n c e must lie considered simply as an 
effort to work out a method of emer­ 
gency relief and that is what it turned 
out to be. 
While there may be nothing inspir­ 
ing about this program of dodging 
fundamentals, it was probably wise. If 
the conference undertook to deal with 
them it would probably wreck itself, 
whereas, on the other hand the Diner- 


g e n e y r d i e ! w ork which it is attempt­ 
ing should present no insuperable dif­ 
ficulties and may have a useful pal­ 
liative effect.

stories that are based upon studies of 
blackface 
comedians 
than 
stories 
about the negro himself. 
A school of 
dialect writers has grown up recently 
whose members neglect the wealth of 
material for fiction to be found in the 
negro as he is and turn out stories full 
of distorted 
characters 
whose 
con­ 
versation is that of end men in min­ 
strel shows. 
Nowhere else in the life 
of this country 
do 
genuine tragedy 
and delightful comedy dwell so closely 
together as in the negro's life. 
His 
contact with a higher civilization and 
his reactions thereto, his struggles up­ 
wards, his inherent good nature and 
care-free disposition, his keen sense of 
humor, all offer material rich in the 
ore from 
which is minted 
the pure 
gold of literature. 
Here and there a writer has studied 
his subject and 
written 
stories that 
are no less 
entertaining 
for 
being 
truthful and sincere. 
Harris Dickson, 
who knows the southern negro in his 
rural and urban environment as few 
do, has written amusingly of the trials 
and tribulations 
of 
Old Reliable, a 
well-done character. 
There are cith­ 
ers who have turned away from the 
lure of being clever and have written 
with truth as their aim rather than 
fat checks. 
It is not to be denied that 
tliQ negro in the larger cities of the 
south who has acquired a certain de­ 
gree of wealth and culture is a fit sub­ 
ject for good fiction, but he should be 
looked at sanely and drawn truthfully. 
There has been for too much carica­ 
ture in this 
field, 
especially in the 
popular magazines. 
We have 
attained a surprising de­ 
gree of knowledge of the ways and 
customs and mental reactions of the 
Russian moujik, while neglecting our 
own present class, 
the 
laborers on 
southern 
plantations. 
Perhaps 
a 
writer of their own race is to tell their

stories grave and gay. 
None has ap­ 
peared of full literary stature a s yet, 
but the race has made surprising pro­ 
gress in the past few' years, and when 
the writer appears his material will be 
ready lo his hand.

“So far as a reduction downwards 
in rates can be induced”, the com­ 
mission said, “and so far as the re­ 
ductions in wages and prices, which 
have already been made effective 
can be converted into rate reduc­ 
tions we are assured that the full 
return of prosperity will be hasten­ 
ed for both industry and labor.”

for the farmer and for business in 
general, the conference expressed 
the opinion that freight rates must

Clyde 
Mattox, 
mild of maimer, 
slight of stature, when sober almost 
lovable in character, and one of 
Oklahoma’s 
most 
notorious 
out 
laws, is dead. 
His death lacked all of the ro­ 
mance and tragedy that has been 
woven about his early lift*. He fell 
from a bridge near Burbank iii the 
Osage country, and when they pick­ 
ed him up he was dead. 
It is be­ 
lieved that death was due to heart 
disease, brought on by excessive 
drinking. 
Mattox 
was 
undoubtedly 
the 
most feared man iii northern Okla­ 
homa. Known to his friends as the 
most loyal of comrades he was fear­ 
ed by his enemies as no other man. 
find was a 
veritable 
tiger of re­ 
venge 
when 
aroused. 
To 
presi­ 
dents and two governors have step­ 
ped in to prevent the law from tak­ 
ing its course with him. 
An angel-faced, gray-haired moth­ 
er never ceased to believe that her 
soil would some day reform. When 
he would get into trouble, she be­ 
gun 
her 
pleadings 
for 
another 
chance, and she never ceased these 
until her request was granted. Once 
Mrs. Grover Cleveland became in­ 
terested in the outlaw. 
Through her President Cleveland 
was prevailed upon to commute a 
sentence that 
would 
have placed 
Mattox on the scaffold. 
The struc­ 
ture was being 
built 
when 
word 
came 
of 
the 
president's 
action. 
Later 
he received 
a full 
pardon 
from President McKinley. 
This al­ 
so was because of the earnest so­ 
licitations of his stanch old mother. 
The ever ready gun w hich Mattox 
carried spoke again in 1901. A cow­ 
boy, Lincoln Sweeney, was the vic­ 
tim. 
Mattox fled to Mexico, later 
to Los Angeles, at which place he 
was apprehended and returned for 
trial. 
He was convicted of the kill­ 
ing and given twelve years. 
His old mother again went to his 
aid and convinced Governor C. N. 
Haskell that her son would reform. 
Mattox was paroled. 
He immedi­ 
ately sought his old haunts in the 
Osage. Soon complaints were lodg­ 
ed against him and he was return­ 
ed to the penitentiary in McAles­ 
ter. 
With the coming of a new admin­ 
istration the old mother again re­ 
newed her efforts to get her son 
out. Governor Lee Cruce could not 
resist the mother’s pleadings. 
He 
again paroled the son. 
Following his release from the 
penitentiary Mattox was given a po­ 
sition by the late Jake L. Harmon 
on a railroad that was being built 
near Ardmore. 
Mattox held his po­ 
sition for some time, as industrious 
and sober as one might desire. But 
the old habits were strong. 
One 
day he became intoxicated and tor- 
ortzed the passengers on one of 
Colonel Hamon’s trains. 
This end­ 
ed the railroad career for Mattox. 
Old friends who had known him 
for many years, many of whom per­ 
haps had had a part in some of the 
unknown events in the life of the 
outlaw, gave him shelter. 
He had 
no regular e m p lo y moue was occa­ 
sionally locked up for being drunk, 
but was never convicted of more 
serious offenses. 
The old mother was not present 
when the son for whom she had 
suffered was laid away. 
It is be­ 
lieved here that she died a few 
years ago. 
Mattox was followed 
silently to the grave by a few of 
those who had known him and who 
do not mourn.

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THE PEACE TREATIES. 
'I ii/} peace treaties with Germany, 
Austria and Hungary, devised by the 
Administration as substitutes for the 
Treaty of Versailles, which the repub­ 
licans rejected for purely political rea­ 
sons, have now been ratified. 
They 
are 
recognized 
everywhere 
as 
the 
most 
weakest 
products 
of 
their 
kind ever manufactured by American 
diplomacy. 
Even the republicans are 
ashamed of them. 
They have been 
ratified 
not because anybody liked 
them but because politics had placed 
the country In a position from which 
it could not escape in any w ay except 
to take the utterly wrong w ay which 
was the only way out. 
The treaties are virtually a confes­ 
sion that this country should 
have 
adopted the Treaty of Versailles. 
Of 
course, the confession could not be 
stated in plain terms but had to be 
camouflaged, and the effort made to 
repair the blunder had to be camou­ 
flaged. 
ISo instead of standing fra n k ­ 
ly and honorably in the open and rati­ 
fying the Versailles Treaty, or else re­ 
jecting it, we pretend to reject it and 
do in fact reject its obligations, while 
accepting those parts of it which we 
think will be helpful to us in a mater­ 
ial w a y; and instead of openly and 
candidly endorsing the Covenant, or 
else frankly rejecting the project of 
international co-operation, we repud­ 
iate, for no other reason than the fact 
that Wilson did it, the immeasurably 
valuable work that Wilson did, and 
then construct for our future use sec­ 
ret and concealed passageways, which 
pretend to be something other than 
what they are, by means of which we 
shall be able later on to sneak furtive­ 
ly to the goal to which Wilson tried 
to lead us and to which we should 
have followed him. 
Such are the treaties 
which 
Mr. 
Harding and Mr. Hughes have given 
us; such- is 
the 
uninspiring 
course 
which lies ahead of us.

it, pleased, and denied the 


obligation to help others in the 


scramble for the good things of 


the earth. 
But he was honest, 


and his life was worth living. But 


for his type our type would run 


amuck; but for our type his type 


would rot in their tracks, and the 


world would die with them.

takes all kinds of people to make 
a world." 


Will iam Allen White writes mem­ 
orable things like this every now and 
then, and this one is so excellent that 
it is sure to go the rounds of the press 
and add to the reputation of its bril­ 
liant author.

A SYM PTO N ? 


There were 
bright spots even in 
the dismal w arfare which has raged in 
Ireland and which everybody hopes 
is now over. 
One of 
them 
has just 
come to 
light. 
Last spring, 
says a 
dispatch to The 
N ew York 
Times, 
M ajor Compton Smith, of the Royal 
W elsh Fusilers, was captured by Sinn 
Feiners in County Cork. 
He was con­ 
demned to death and was shot. 
On 
the day of his death he wrote to his 
wife, informing her that he was leav­ 
ing his watch to the officer in com­ 
mand of his executioners “ because I 
believe him to be a gentleman and to 
mark the fact that I bear him no mal­ 
ice for carrying out what he believes 
to be his d u ty /’ 
He also wrote to his 
regiment as follows: 
“Dear 
Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers. 


I am to be shot in an hour’s time. 


I should like you fellows to know 


that this sentence has been passed 


on me and that I intend to die like 


a Welsh Fusilier with a laugh and 


forgiveness 
for 
those 
who are 


carrying out the deed. 


“ I should like my death to les­ 


sen rather than increase the bitter­ 


ness 
which exists 
between E ng­ 


land and 
Ireland. 
I 
have 
been 


treated with great 
kindness and 


during my captivity have learned 


to regard the Slim Feiners rather 


as mistaken idealists than as a 


m urderer gang." 


It is certain that their 
association 
with Major Smith taught the Sinn Fein 
ors something that they did not know 
about the British just as his associa­ 
tion with them caused him to revise 
his estimate of the Simi Feiners.
